with (1) The safe disposal of hu- 
man waste; (2) Prevention of fly 
breeding; (3) Prevention of mos- 


quito breeding; (4) Inspection of 
meat markets, eating establish- 
ments, barber shops, and soda 
fountains. Each of these activi-)| 


ties will be discussed in weekly 
articles in this column, 

(1) The sanitary disposal of 
human wastes is accomplished by 
the use of either a water flush 
toilet (connected to a public sew- 
er or to a septic tank) or by a 
sanitary pit toilet which is of stan- 


dard construction and properly 
maintained. Wither of these in- 


struments of sanitation will abso- 
lutely control such diseases as ty- 
fever, hookworm disease, 
diarrhea, amoebic dysentery, and 
baccilary dysentery if universally 
used by all persons. Of course, 
the main requisite of a sanitary 
toilet is to place the body dis- 
charges where they will be decom- 
posed without the presence of 
flies to carry germ laden particles 
to your food and drinking water; 
and without the possibility of be- 


ing scattered about over the 
ground by chickens, pigs, birds 


and other animals, or washed about 
by the rain, 

In order for us to receive the 
fullest protection to our health it 
is necessary that everyone under- 
the fundamentals of sani- 
tation and cooperate in the ef-{ 
forts to free mankind of these un- 
necessary diseases borne by hu- 
man wastes and transmitted large- 
ly by flies. 

Even though three out of ev-!| 
ery four families cooperate in such 


an effort, our health is still en-| 
dangered by those who fail to; 


cooperate by providing sanitation | 
at their homes because flies from | 
one person's filth may spread dis-! 
ease over a whole community.

ALABAMA WILL RECEIVE 
HUGE SUM FROM CONGRESS 


Governor Bibb Bibb Graves re- 
ceived word from Washington 
Monday that the Carmichael bill 
had been passed by Congress and 
sent to President Roosevelt's desk 
—paving the way for $1,890,0000 
additional federal aid highway 
funds for this State that does not 
have to be matched. 

The measure, introduced by Rep. 
A. H. Carmichael of Tuscumbia 
provides that states freeing toll 
bridges forming part of federal 
trunk highways will be allotted 50 
per cent—for new highways — of 
the amount expended in freeing 
the toll bridges. 

Under Alabama's plan to free its 
15 state toll bridges, which was de- 
clared.a legal plan last week by 
Judge Walter B. Jones of Mont- 
gomery Circuit Court, approxi- 
mately $3,700,000 will be spent.

Riding into the country the Press 
observed sugar, tobacco, and fruit 
plantations owned by wealthy Ha- 
vana citizens. The natives or ten- 
ants of the farms live in huts, 
many of which are thatched. The 
chief sources of income to Cuba are 
these plantations, distilleries 
timber. The soil of the greater 
part of the island is fertile and cap- 
able of vast yield. 

The concluding feature of the 
day was a reception with the Re- 
porters Club as host, with Rene 
Canizares as master of ceremonies, 
Included in the program was an ad-
